@ much greater stage of water by 
breaking of levees around the reel- 
foot country in Tennessee and other 
levees south of here. The river gauge 
here reads 53.7 feet and a Government 
bulletin this morning predicts this 
section will not have more than 654 
feet, unless there are heavy rains in 
the north. 

Five hundred laborers arrived in 
Cairo last night and this morning 
and they were placed on the levee 
around the drainage district where a 
great amount of work is being done 
in bulkheading five feet above the 
levee facing the Ohio River. All the 
leveeg around Cairo and the drainage 
district were reported firm and sub- 
stantial this morning. Many boats are 
at work rescuing stock from the 
flooded sections. Last night the 
steamer Three States arrived from a 
trip to Dog Tooth Bend with $15,000 
worth of stock on board. Water cov- 
ers farming territory four feet deep 
that was never touched by flood be- 
fore. Many farmers report a total 
loss of all stock and seed corn. 

At Mound City the people are 
working almost as hard as at Cairo. 
The levee there is barely standing 


the strain and may go out at any 
time. 





Fieod in New Madrid County 
Mennces Several Towns, 


MALDEN, Mo., April 3.—The flood sit- 
uation in New Madrid County, especial- 
ly in the towns of New Madrid and 
Portageville, is causing grave concern. 
The Cotton Belt Railroad had to aban- 
don train service into New Madrid, as 
every street is covered with many feet 
of water and boats are the only mode 
of conveyance. In some instances resi- 
dents moved their belongings to the sec- 
ond floor of briildings ax:d several small 
houses have been swept away. Mayor 
Penny of Malden sent a telegram to the 
Mayor of New Madrid stating that the 
homes in Malden were open to those in 
diftress. Later several refugees arrived 
and are being eared for. 

Practically the eastern and southern 
part of New Madrid County is covered 
with several feet of water. -Portageville 
on the main line of the Frisco Railroad, 
is also practically submerged and many 
are jmoving their families end belong- 
ings to higher land. Bird's Point, which 
is opposite Cairo, practically has been 
abandoned. Water is within 200 yards 
of Laforge, a point in New Madrid 
County never heretofore reached. Fear 
of the inadequacy of the levee to hold 
the high waters at Caruthersville has 
caused some residents of that place to 
come to Malden for safety. 

26 Inches Above Flood Stage at Keo- 
kuk, Io, 

KEOKUK, Io., April 3.—The Missis- 
sippi River passed the flood stage here 
today by 2 feet 2 inches, the gauge 
reading 16 feet 2 inches. The top of 
the power cofferdam is only three fect 
above the water. Service on the Bur- 
lington Railroad to the south has been 
discontinued again. 


Hadley, Asked to Aid Flood Suffer- 
ers, Sends Colonel to Investigate. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 3—Gov. 

Hadley received a telegraphic appeal to- 

day from the Mayor of New Madrid and 

from Representative Conran, for State 
help. for the flood sufferers in New 

Madrid County. 

The Governor at once wired State Sen- 
ator Oliver of Pemiscot County, Colonel 
of the Sixth Regiment, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, to go to the flood district 
at once and ascertain what aid the State 
can give. There are no State funds avail- 
able for such an emergency, byt the 
Governor says if the situation is s0 
serious as to demand as much, he will 
call upon the cities, commercial bodies 
and citizens generally to raise money 
to relieve the residents of New Madrid 
County. The National Guard can fur- 
nish tents for those who have been driv- 
eh from their homes, andthe Governor 
says he will call out one or more com- 
panies of the National Guard if it is 
evident that the State troops can be of 
service to the people.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 3.—Dr. H. 
A. Bading, nonpartisan candidate for 
Mayor, defeated Emil: Seidel, the So- 
cialist incumbent, by a vote of 43,177 to 
30, 200. 

Of the 33 aldermen elected, 26 are non- 
partisan and seven are Socialists. 

With four Socialist holdover aldermen, 
the new City Council will be composed 
of 26 nonpartisan aldermen and 11 So- 
cialists. 

Loss for Socialism, 

As a result of the nonpartisan victory 
in the city of Milwaukee, the State 
Legislature, at a special session soon to 
be convened, is expected to pass a dis- 
tinctly nonpartisan city election statute. 
The Socialists defeated such a measure 
at the last session of the Legislature, 
but vesterday’s rout was said practical- 
ly to have killed Socialist strength in 
the State General Assembly. 

The widespread interest in the fight 
to unseat the Socialist administration 
was indicated by the heavy total vote 
of nearly 80,000. The highest previous 
total vote cast in a municipal election 
was 69,484, at the time Mayor Seidel 
was elected, two years ago 

While the Socialist vote did not show 
an increase proportionate with the in- 
creased total vote, there were more So- 
cialist votes cast than two years ago, 
when Seidel was @lected. At that time 
there were Republican and Democratic 
tickets in the fields and the voting was 
not heavy. This year, the older parties 
combined and a very large vote was 
brought out. 

Clark and Wilson Close. 

Incomplete returns from the presiden- 
tial preference primary in the State re- 
ceived show ‘today that Clark ran close 
behind Wilson on the Democratic tick- 
et. 
La Follette took every district in the 
State from Taft on’ the Republican 
ticket by a vote of 2 to 1, but the 
President’s support in nearly all dis- 
tricts surprised La Follette managers. 

The Second District went for Clark 
and portions of other districts gave 
him a heavy vote, so .that at least 
five delegates out of the total 26 from 
Wisconsin to the Democratic National 
convention are conceded to the Speaker. 
The vote for President was merely ad- 
visory, the real contest being for the 
delegates to the national conventions of 
the two major political parties.

PIEGES OF A BOAT, 
MISSING WITH 130 
PEROUNS, FOUND 


50 Passengers and Crew of 80 
Believed to Have Perished in 
Typhoon Off Australia. 














PERTH, Western Australia, April 3.— 
Wreckage picked up off the coast ap- 
pears to seal the fate of the 50 passen- 
gers and 80 men of the crew of the 
Eritish steamer Koombana, which has 
been missing since the disastrous ty- 
phoon that prevailed on the northwest 
coast of Western Australia during the 
last week of March. 

The wreckage of the Koombana, whose 
home port was Adelaide, was found in 
the vicinity of the pearl fishing station 
at Broome, a &8mall seaport in the Kim- 
berley division of Western Australia. In 
the typhoon 67 pearl fishing boats be- 
longing to Broome were wrecked and 
more than 40 pearl fishers lost their lives. 

The Koombana was a steamer of 2182 
tons net. She was built in Glasgow in 
1900. 


The solving of the mystery of what 
had happened to the Koombana recalls 
other marine disasters which were nev- 
er explained. 

It was in 1841 that the steamer Pres- 
ident left New York with 120 passen- 
gers and was never heard of again. 
Thirteen years later, another severe 
winter, the City of Grasgow, with 49 
passengers and crew, left Liverpool for 
Philadelphia and passed from human 
ken. In 1856 the winter gales claimed 
the Pacific, westward bound from Liv- 
erpool, with 180 persons aboard. In 
1870 the City of Boston vanished for- 
ever somewhere in. the midst of a mid- 
winter storm. These are a few of the 
tragedies suggested to the old sailors by 
this winter of gales.

“I did say it’ frankly admitted 
Judge Hinsdale, “and the man I said 
it to was Dr. Holland of the Carnegie 
nstitute at Pittsburg, my highly es- 
teemed friend. 

‘We were discussing the latest phase 
of Theodore Roosevelt's ruthless ambi- 
tion and I said ‘It was my duty to send 
Herr Most, the anarchist, to the peni- 
tentiary to cool off. Theodore Roose- 
velt is in the hands o1 the Anjierican 
people. I trust that their verdict will 
sentence him also to cool off in retire- 
ment, because he is far more danger- 
ous to the peace and prosperity of this 
country in his demagogy than was Herr 
Most in his anarchy.” 

Judge Hinsdale lives in the Manhat- 
tan Hotel. He is slowly recovering 
from a recent surgical operation. 

“I am still weak and ill,” he said, 
“but I feel it to be my patriotic duty, 
right at this time, to declare my views 
of Theodore Rooseyelt and his political 
doctrines, regardless of the effect that 
the exertion may have upon my condi- 
tion. There is no time to lose in get- 
ting the truth before the people.’’ 

Judge Hinsdale is one of the few sur- 

vivors of the founders of the Republican 
party and numbers among his close 
personal friends Ambassador Reid and 
Senator Root. For many years he was 
chairman of the Union League’s famous 
Committee on Political Reform, suc- 
ceeding Ambassador Reid in that office. 
It was through the efforts—unsolicited 
so far as Judge Hinsdale was concerned 
—of Joseph H. Choate, William H. Horn- 
blower and Elihu Root, that he was ap- 
pointed to the bench by Mayor Strong 
for a full 10-year term. His decision 
sending Most to the penitentiary was 
published by the leading newspapers in 
all parts of the civilized world and cre- 
ated a judicial standard for the treat- 
ment of anarchistic publications. 
“In my comparison of Hert Most and 
Theodore Roosevelt,’’ said Judge Hins- 
dale, ‘I make one clear distinction be- 
tween the two men. Mr. Roosevelt does 
not teach the horrid criminal doctrines 
of Herr Most. But he does teach doc- 
trines far more deadly to our national! 
future than was Most’s bloody creed. 
Roosevelt is attacking the judiciary, one 
of the pillars of our system of govern- 
ment. 

Says It Leads to Revolutien. 

“He is forceful and energetic and has 
developed into the most dangerous and 
unscrupulous enemy of the American 
Constitution who has ever appeared ‘in 
our history. He is disseminating ideas 
which lead inevitably to revolution, if 
carried into effect. 
‘He is planting seeds of political mis- 
chief in the minds of men who do not 
yet realize where they are being led. If 
those seeds should germinate, our sys- 
tem of government will be undermined 
and the country will find itself in a state 
of chaos. 

“Mr. Roosevelt’s doctrine of the recall 
of judges and the repeal of legal de- 
cisions by the vote of the people is abso- 
lutely and utterly inconsistent with a 
stable government by laws. It is ab- 
surd in its impracticability as a work- 
ing proposition in a great country like 
ours. It would bring progress to a dead 
halt. No great, costly enterprise could 
proceed under conditions wherein a mob 
vote might accomplish anything at any 
moment. 

“Mr. Roosevelt began his attack upon 
the judiciary when he was President, 
forgetting the duty and dignity of his 
high office. That was his first serious 
offense. He has continued the offense 
with ever-increasing vigor. 

“The tactics employed by Roosevelt 
have all the earmarks of pure dema- 
gogy, but they may be the -ssult of 
judgment perverted by inordenafe ambi- 
tion. Roosevelt frequently makes arbi- 
trary mention of Abraham Lincoln, as 
if there was some similarity between the 
martyr President and himself. 

Likened to Aaron Burr. 

‘In my opinion, future historians will 
be much more likely to find in Roosevelt 
a likeness to Aaron Burr. 

‘‘Roosevelt, like Burr, is forceful, aim- 
bitious and unscrupulous. His weapon 
now is a doctrine which is devoid of rea- 
son. He tells the people that Judges 
and judicial decisions should be re- 
called, but he does not add that ithe 
application of.this doctrine, if logical. 
must. taken.in--not-—only the judiciary, 
but all three branches of our Govern- 
ment. 

“When we have gotten rid of the three 
departments—executive, legislative and 
judiciary—because they have failed in 
their operation to reach the ideal, what 
next? 

‘Political chaos is the only answer. 

“Tt is clear to me that the people are 
not fully awake to the enormity of the 
injury Mr. Roosevelt is doing. I have 
a few facts to offer for the careful con- 
sideration of my fellow countrymen-- 
facts. that reveal the full measure of 
Roosevelt's disloyalty to the underlying 
rrinciples of our Government. What I 
shall say is, In reality, a message to the 
American people, to the fathers of our 
republic. 

“The people gave power to rulers with 
great caution and reluctance. They had 
studied deeply the political history of 
all nations that had preceded them. They 
understood that unrestrained ambition, 
cupidity and usurpation were the causes 
that had wrought the muin of nations; 
that the allurements of power had al- 
ways been the menace to the liberties 
of the people. 

Quotes From Madison. 
“Madison said: ‘It will not be denied 
that power is of an encroaching nature, 
and that it ought to be effectually re- 
strained from passing the limits as- 
signed to it.’ 

“While the founders of the republic 
knew that a government was necessary, 
they provided a system of government 
which limited powers to their rulers; 
with checks and balances to prevent 
usurpations. They provided a written 
constitution guarding the rights of the 
people at every point. 

‘The fundamental idea of the Ameri- 
can system of government is that it 
shah be divided into three grand divi- 
sione—the executive, the legislative and 
the judiciary. It was intended that each 
should be absolutely independent of the 
other. 

“Jefferson said ‘the concentration of 
these powers in the same hands is pre- 
cisely the definition of despotic govern- 
ment.’ 7

Council Asks Scruggs $7500 for 
Alley, Passes Busch Street 
Vacation Bill. 


A resolution of inquiry as to what 


became of the alley in the Barr block, 
on which the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing is to be erected, will be introduced 
in the City Council Wednesday evening 
by Councilman Haller. 

At Tuesday’s meeting Haller said the 
alley in the block had disappeared. He 
said he understood the city had some 
claim to the alley, and that he would 
like to know something about it. 

President Gundlach of the Coungeil 
promised to make an _ investigation. 
Haller said he would offer a resolution 
authorizing the investigation. 

The owners of the land in the Barr 
block contend the alley was private, 
and that as it was never dedicated to 
the city no formal vacation was neces- 
sary. The alley extended from Seventh 
street to the center of the block, and 
from that point north to Locust street. 

The Council passed an amended Dill 
vacating the Scruggs alley on payment 
of $7500 to the city. The bill as passed 
House of Delegates required 
$5000 as compensation for the alley, but 
the Council increased the amount. 

The bill authorizing the vacation of 
streets and alleys in South St. Louis 
for the benefit of Adolphus Busch, who 
has contracted to sell a parcel of land 
to the Diese] Engine Co. for a factory 
site, was passed by the City Council. 
The bill was previously passefi by the 
House of Delegates. 

It has been signed by Speaker Som- 
merich. A special meeting of the Coun- 
cil was called for Wednesduy for Presi- 
dent Gundlach to sign the bill. It will 
then go to Mayor Kreismann for his 
approval or disapproval. He has in- 
dicated his intention to sign the Dill.

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SCOTT'S AD WINS 
HARD BATTLE WITH 
ILLNESS NEAR POLE 


Lieutenant Evans’ Friends Drag 
Him to Hut in Struggle With a 
Snow Storm. 


BALLOONS ARE SENT UP 
After Laster Starts for Antarctic 


Goal Others of Party Find 
Field of Garnets. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

LONDON, April 3.—The Central News 
correspyndent at Akaroa, N. Z., sends 
further dispatches giving interesting ac- 
counts of the experiences of the differ- 
ent supporting and exploring parties 
with Capt. R. F. Scott, as well as the 
results of their scientific researches. 

A picturesque account is given of the 
farewell on Jan. 4 at 87.35 degrees south, 
150 miles from the South Pole, of Lieut. 
Evans, Lashley and Crean, who were 
returning, and Capt. Scott,, Dr. Wilson, 
Capt. Oates, Lieut. Bowers and petty 
officers, who went ahead. That morn- 
ing the whole party marched together 
scuth for three miles. Then they halted 
tc say au revoir. All were in the high- 
est spirits and the best of health.. Capt. 
Scott and his companions were confi- 
dent nothing could stop them from 
reaching the pole. The weather was 
g00d and when Lieut. Evans and his 
party last saw them they were traveling 
south quickly and easily. 

Lieut. Evans and others were sorry) 
that all could not share the glory of 
the expected success. For five days 
his party covered 18 miles a day, when 
they were struck with a’ three-days’ 
blizzard, which drove them from their 
track to get to Mount Darwin depot 
across Shackleton ice Falls at the head 
of Beardmore Glacier. They arrived at 
the falls Jan. 17, much bruised and worn 
out after climbing, tobogganing and 
struggling. The sledge also was dam- 
aged. 

Stricken With Scurvy. 

The journey was resumed. At 80:43 
Lieut. Evans was stricken with scurvy, 
but had to crawl along, with the support 
of Lashley and Crean, and help to drag 
the sledge. He got worse and worse, 
and at One Ton camp could not stand 
without ski sticks. His legs were swol- 
len and discolored. Four days more he 
hobbled along, covering 53 miles. Then, 
as he could not move, a desperate at- 
tempt had to be made to save him. 
Everything not necessary for existence 
was left behind in a cache, the sick 
man, wrapped in a fur sleeping bag, was 
put on the sledge and slowly hauled by 
his two companions. 

After four days of this terrible strug- 
gle they reached Corner Camp, on Feb. 
17. Now came a severe storm of soft 
snow, and the sledge could hardly be 
moved... The next day Lieut. Evans was 
worse, the food was running short, and 
all three men were in the gravest dan- 
ger. Leaving Lashley to nurse the Lieu- 
tenant, Crean trudged to Discovery Hut, 
30 miles, in’ 18 hours, and .arrived ex- 
hausted and half frozen. 

Dr. Atkinson and Gerof had two dog 
teams at Discovery hut, but could not 
start for some time owing to a blind- 
ing blizzard. After some delay and 
hoping for better weather they started 
in whirling clouds of soft snow which 
clung round them all night. They were 
delighted to find Lieut. Evans still, 
alive, thanks to the devotion of Lash- 
ley, who was himself nearly done for. 
The dogs raced back with the party to 
Discovery hut in five hours. Dr. Atkin- 
son gave Lieut. Evans a short rest at 
the hut and then rushed him to the 
ship Terra Nova, but it was a week 
before he was out of danger. Evans 
is now convalescent. He will remain a 
while in New Zealand, then return to 
England and go back at the end of the 
year with the relief expedition for Capt. 
Scott. 

Aurora Observed Hourly. 

Many valuable scientific results have 
been achieved by various branches of 
the expedition. The continuous record of 
pressure and temperature and of ve- 
locity and direction of the wind has been 
taken by self-registering instruments 
and checked by eye every four hours. 
Small balloons were sent up to a height 
of six miles to test the upper air cur- 
rents. The balloons also registered the 
temperature up to five miles. 

Throughout the winter the aurora was 
observed hourly, but there were -not 
many brilliant displays. Magnetic ob- 
servations were made every week, the 
instruments to secure absolute accuracy, 
being placed in a cave excavated in a 
small glacier so as to avoid the changes 
of temperature which hitherto . were 
found seriously to handicap work of this 
kind. The atmospheric electricity was 
also carefully noted. The ‘retreating 
glaciers of Victoria Land offered an ex- 
cellent opportunity .which was fully 
availed of in investigating the 
vexed problem of origin of Alpine to- 
pography when Europe and other tem- 
perate lands were passing through the 
ice age. 

Mineral Bearing Quarts. 

Well-preserved foasils as well as coa! 
of economic value were found near 
Point. In other parts the ex- 
plorers found an abundance of mineral] 
bearing quartz veins, but none of eco- 
nomic value.

“WHY.” 

“We wonder why,” remarks the Globe-Demo- 
crat concerning the Post-Dispatch’s arguments 
in favor of concessions to the railroads on con- 
sequential damages to abutting property, in order 
to abolish dangerous grade crossings. The Globe- 
Democrat repeats its silly statement that the 
opinion of the Uniteq States Supreme Court in 
the St. Paul case ig decisive ag to the power of 
cities In all cases to force without litigation 
the abolition of grade crossings at the expense 
of the railroads alone. 

We have fully and convincingly answered the 
Globe-Democrat, but again we will tell it why. 

Because the opinion cited is not decisive as to 
all cases in which cities attempt to compel 
railroads to abolish grade crossings and to pay 
all the cost. 

Because the efforts of St. Louis to abolish 
grade crossings with all the costs put upon the 
railroads have been actually blocked by litiga- 
tion, A suit over the Tower Grove crossing is 
now in the courts. 

Because results are better than litigation. 
Cities that have tried to force the railroads to 
pay all the costs have accomplished little or 
nothing. Cities that have offered concessions 
in consequential damages—Chicago is q shining 
example—have made great progress. 

Because it is better to save life at some cost 
to the city than to prolong human annghier to 
save a little money.

.The proper function of a grand jury is to dis- 
cover facts concerning violations of law and to 
bring indictments against persons when the 
facts justify them.

It appears to me the situation in Forest Park 
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grounds, which are free to anybody, have a num- 
ber of tennis courts {n which the middle class of 
young men who work in. offices and in retall 
stores, have the privilege of taking the neces-| 
sary healthful exercise at a nominal fee of $10 
per year, which is just about necessary for the up- 
keeping of the grounds and building, with only 
10c car fare and easily accessible. It is a great 
blessing to this class, who could not afford to join 
the Country Club with $100 dues and an hour’s 
ride each way. 

I trust the influence of your paper may be 
used in behalf of this class of young men who 
have no champions other than voluntary, DY dis- 
interested citizens who have their welfare at 
heart. I am not a member of this organization 
and do not use the grounds at all, but I can see 
a great injustice in ousting this class of young 
men. It is nonsense to think that our city 
maintain a public golf ground which would 
cost at least $15,000 to $20,000 per year. 
The A. A. A. is constantly beautifying these 
grounds and there is nothing to prevent any of 
our citizens from visiting and looking on, if they 
do not desire to enter into the games them- 
selves. 

I hope the Mayor and our city fathers will 
look into this matter carefully before decid- 
fi.g to destroy this means of giving healthful 
exercise to so many of our young people who 
lack the necessary means and time to join the 
country clubs, ALTRUISM.

To 
convert these little toy links into public use and 
call them a public links would make St. Louis 
a joke and laughing stock among the golfers of 
the country. They eannot accommodate more 
than 60 people at any time and Triple A. mem- 
bers are constantly quitting and joining other 
clubs because they cannot play comfortably on 
them. Delegate McCarthy makes the statement 
that if they are good enough for the Triple A. 
they are good enough for the public, evidently 
considering that the Triple A. is not entitled to 
be called part of the public, which is certainly 
news to Triple A. members, who thought they 
were just as much a part of the public as John 
McCarthy, but if Mr. McCarthy will take the 
trouble to interview a few members of the 
Triple A. he will find that even they do not con- 
sider the present links in any way adapted to the 
needs of the Triple A. And the trouble is, they 
cannot be enlarged it their present location with- 
out cutting down hundreds of the trees in that 
part of the park, which we doubt if any part of 
the public will agree to. 

The only right place to put-the links is fn the 
northwest section, where an immense tract is 
running to weeds, north and west of the Art Mu- 
seum.
